The Mayor, who has been con- 
ferring with aldermen and other 
city officials about earnings tax 
proposals, said about four out of 
every five he interviewed favored 
the flat levy of 4% per cent over 
Darst’s own proposal to levy a tax 
of 1 per cent after allowable de- 
ductions. 

Either method would produce 
about the same amount of reve- 
nue annually, estimated at be- 
tween $7,500,000 and $8,000,000 
a year. 

State Senator Robert Pentland 
(Dem.) of St. Louis, who had 
voted for enactment of the earn- 


ings tax enabling legislation, 
charged today that the Mayor’s 
plan to impose the tax without 
exemptions was a “monstrous po- 
litical double cross.” 

Pentland said he had voted for 
the bill after being assured by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
that the administration-sponsored 
tax ordinance would make pro- 
visions for exemptions. He said 
he had received a letter from 
Crowe last, January, in which the 
City Counselor asserted that the 
tax ordinance would set up a 
schedule of exemptions for the | 
taxpayers’ dependents. 

Charging Darst had “broken 
faith with the people,” the St.

Joseph W. Ballantine, former 
American foreign service officer 
and now senior staff members of 
the Brookings Institution, said to- 
day. 

He spoke at the fourteenth an- 
nual Public Affairs Conference 
sponsored by the Principia Col- 
lege School of Government at 
Elsah, Ill. Two hundred student 
and faculty delegates from 31 col- 
leges and universities are holding 
“hearings” on a proposed Far 
East policy for the United States. 

5 Pct. of Chinese Are Reds. 

Not more than five per cent of 
the Chinese are Communists, Bal- 
lantine said, and the Red regime 
is confronted with frequent re- 
volts. He added that there is 
nothing in Nationalist Leader 
Chiang Kai-shek’s history to in- 
dicate that he would undertake 
an invasion of the mainland from 
his base at Formosa unless the 
move was underwritten fully by 
either the United. States, United 
Nations, or both. 

Paul M. A. Linebarger, former 
secretary to the Chinese Nation- 
alist government’s legal adviser 
who has served in intelligence 
missions for the United States 
Army in Korea, said the Reds 
gained control of China by mili- 
tary means. The Chinese, he 
added, are loyal to whoever wins. 

Last night, John M. Allison, 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
Far Eastern Affairs, told the con- 
ference that even after a Korean 
armistice is signed serious. trou- 
bles may remain unsolved in east 
Asia. 

Cities Continuing Threats. 

“I am afraid we must learn to 
live for some time to come with 
crisis,” he said. He mentioned 
continuing Communist threats to 
Indochina and Formosa as prob- 

@ems that “can still plaque us.” 

If the negotiations fail, it will 
be because the Communists do 
not want them to succeed, Allison 
said, adding that failure would 


result in “a most serious situa- | 
tion” for the United States. He | 
said the United Nations is doing 
all it can to make the talks a 
success. 
“If we succeed in getting an ar- | 
mistice, we shall then proceed to 
the political stage where we will 
discuss how to bring about the in- 
dependent, united and free Korea 
which is our objective,” he said. 
Communists have failed to 
achieve their objectives in Korea, 
Allison said. He pointed out that 
the Communists have lost more 
than a million trained soldiers 
and enormous quantities of ma- 
terials, adding that devastated 
North Korea for years to come

A band of 232 unruly pris- 
oners grabbed control of a two- 
story dormitory wing last night 
and held nine prison guards as 
hostages. It was the fifth prison’

Prison guards, reinforced by 
State police, regained control of 
the ground floor of the wing this 
morning by @ ruse. 

The convicts yelled down that 
one of their number had served 
his term and was due to be re- 
leased today. They asked if he 
would be released if they let him 
out of the dormitory. Prison of- 
ficials told the rioters to ‘send 
the man down to the first floor 
and remove part of the barricade 
at the entrante to let him out. 

When the rebels did this the 
guards broke through the weak- 
ened barricade and swarmed into 
the ground floor of the building. . 
The rioters retreated upstairs and 
piled up more barricades in the 
stairways, 

Prison officials were unwilling 
to use tear gas because of the | 
nine hostages. 

The farm superintendent, asked

Byrnes wrote in Collier’s. 

Truman’s allegations are false, 
Byrnes asserted, and he never 
heard of the President’s “memo- 
randum letter” until it was pub- 
lished in Hillman’s book. 

“T deny that it was either read 
to me or sent to me,” Byrnes 
wrote, adding that: “The evidence 
is impressive” that Truman wrote 
his ‘rebuke only to build up a 
favorable record for himself.

A Monstrous Shadow 

It would be easy to recall jess productive leg- 
islative sessions than the one now unofficially 
concluded in Jefferson City. 


After all, this session did provide for the 
financing of a 10-year highway program by rea- 
sonable increases in the gasoline tax and truck 
fees. It did enact a small loans law after Mis- 
souri had been without one for years. It did ap- 
propriate $6,000,000 for the starting of a our- 
year medical school at the University of Mis- 
souri. It took several progressive steps in the 
general field of compensation and old-age bene- 
fits. And, of course, it transacted its routine 
business. In fact, it enacted 275 of the 815 bills 
introduced. ; 

The Legislature, however, set no speed records. 
It was in session, off and on, since Jan. 3, 1951. 
Granted that the truck lobby’s opposition to in- 
creased highway revenues caused much- of the 
delay in the first six months of the session, even 
such stalling tactics are not altogether beyond 
the legislators’ control. Absenteeism at the start 
and the end of the week, together with dilatory 
tactics both on the floor and in committees, 
helped to prolong the session. 

But at least the legislators have passed on to 
the voters a proposed constitutional amendment 
which would limit regular sessions to five months 
and special sessions to 60 days. The question is 
whether such legal deadlines would induce the 
legislators to make better use of their time, or 
whether they would merely build up a bigger 
pile of unfinished business. 


The record of the 1951-1952 session is none 
too good on this score, especially where St. Louis 


~ is concerned. The legislators did at long last au- 


thorize the ‘city to reimpose the earnings tax, 
thus permitting it to cope with its financial crisis. 
But again this grant of home rule has been lim- 
ited to two years. 

At the same time, the bill which would have 
authorized St. Louis to unify its school admin- 
istration was allowed to die in committee. Thus 
in spite of appeals of the Board of Education 
and widely representative groups of citizens, the 
community has again been denied the power to 
improve the management of one of its most im- 
portant activities. 

A bill to allow St. Louis to operate off-street 
parking facilities, vital to the eiimination of 
traffic congestion, also was allowed to die in 
committee. In this case, the legislators actually 
paid more attention to self-concerned parking lot 
operators than they did to the city as a whole. 

It is debatable whether St. Louis should be 
dependent at all on Jefferson City in such pure- 
ly local matters. The attitude of the Legislature 
certainly has done nothing to improve.the rela- 
tions of the state government and the state’s 
metropolis. 

The No. 1 offense of the Legislature, however, 
was the gerrymandering of Missouri’s congres- 
sional districts, now reduced to 11. This was 
done in defiance of every commonsense rule of 
fair and equitable representation. It is a co- 
lossal piece of geographical juggling to preserve 
partisan ascendancy. And it alone is enough to 
block almost any inclination to say that the 
record of the 1951-1952 Missouri Legislature was 
a good one. 

It just cannot be said in the shadow of that 
political monstrosity. 
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Bright Urban Promise 


The Land Clearance Authority’s plans for re- 
developing eight blocks northwest of the down- 
town district hold out to St. Louis the’ promise 
of an altogether new kind of urban living. 


This proposed dwelling, commercial and recre- 
ational center north of Franklin and east of Jef- 
ferson avenue would be built around a school 
and a park. The present gridiron street pattern 
would disappear into a new and more spacious 
design, with living accommodations concentrated 
in elevator apartments and open spaces created 
for play and community activity. 

It is, of course, only a plan. But there is in- 
spiration to be derived from such a plan. The 
vision of so revolutionary an improvement .-in 
the city’s blighted center should stimulate con- 
certed effort, step by step, to make it possible. 

The first step needed is approval by the Board 
of Aldermen of a resolution to declare the area 
blighted. As public agencies demonstrate that 
they intend to do their part, private capital sure- 
ly can be found to carry on. Hand in hand, pub- 
lic and private enterprise can remake St. Louis. 
The scope of the vision challenges the commu- 
nity to enlist equally bold resources in action.

Rigidity or Compromise? 

Price Director Ellis Arnall’s stand against a 
steel price increase would be admirable if the 
Wage Stabilization Board had shown equal zeal 
in holding the line on wages. In the circum- 
stances that now exist, the question is whether 
a rigid policy on steel prices will serve the pub- 
lic interest better than any possible alternative. 

Is a rigid price policy preferable to a settle- 
ment of the bitter steel controversy? Is it prefer- 
able to all the consequences that would follow a 
Government-imposed wage settlement? Is it pref- 
erable to ending promptly a seizure of dubious 
legality? Is it preferable to ending the constant 
danger of renewed interruptions in production 
vital to defense? 

Apparently even Nathan P. Feinsinger, WSB 
chairman, believes that price policy is the key 
to this tangled and explosive issue. He told Sena- 
tors investigating the dispute: “Tell me what 
they (the Government) plan to do on prices, and 
I'll tell you when there'll be a settlement.” 

If a settlement depends on a price increase, 
and if the Government plans to do nothing about 
a price increase, where does that leave the pros- 
pects of a settlement? 

The case is made no simpler by the varying 
statements from Government sources on the 
price question. At first the Government argued, 
through President Truman, that a price increase 
was unthinkable because the steel industry is 
making plenty of profits without one. Then it 
developed that Mr. Truman was talking about 
profits before taxes, which do not measure the 
real return to stockholders. Now Mr. Arnall says 
that even the industry’s profits after taxes cur- 
rently exceed the pre-Korean level. 


Mr. Arnall may be right. But he does not tell 
us what the industry’s profits would be if it paid 
the WSB wage settlement and got no more than 
a Capehart price increase. Only a statistician 
could guess. But anybody who looks at pub- 
lished reports of United States Steel Corp. will 
find that this biggest of the steelmakers earned 
after taxes last year $7.50 a ton, as compared 
with a pre-Korea average of $7.14—which does 
not seem to leave much margin for a wage in- 
crease variously estimated to cost from $6 to $12 
a ton. | . 

Mr. Arnall is no doubt justified in rejecting 
as excessive the industry’s demand for a $12 
price increase. But is there no area of compro- 
mise? Are all parties.simply to stand immovable 


in their previously adopted positions? A settle- 
ment is so mich in the public interest that 
every possible effort still should be made to 
attain one. 
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Mr. Truman and the Senate 

Those Missourians who would like to see 
Harry S. Truman back in the Senate from this 
state will have to wait a while at least. And 
those who do not want him in any office of any 
kind can breathe easier. The President has now 
made it clear that he will not be a candidate for 
his old seat in the 1952 race against Senator 
Kem. 

Answering a question asked by the Post- 
Dispatch at his weekly press conferénce, Mr. 
Truman said that he would like nothing better 
than to return to the Senate where he had 
spent very happy days. He made it clear that 
it was a prospect that appealed to him very 
much. . 

Then he proceeded to give the members of 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors, who 
were guests at the’ conference, an unexpected 
lesson in ethics. Much as he would like to be 
Senator again, he emphasized that he does not 
think it would be ethical for him to use the 
power and prestige of the presidency to run for 
another office while still holding the highest 
office in the land. 

This is a wholly commendable as well as un- 
derstandable point of view. It does Mr. Truman 
credm™ and makes plain that he would not want 
to take an unfair advantage in this personal 
political matter while the power of the White 
House is still at his disposal. 

Since the President said he would not run 
against Senator Hennings in 1956, his answers 
at the press conference meant that he is not 
available at least until 1958 by which time his 
age would stand against him. And so for all 
practical considerations, Harry Truman has not 
only renounced the presidency but also an 
elected seat in the Senate. 

The Democratic Senate race is between Stuart 
Symington of St. Louis, J. E. Taylor of Chilli- 
cothe, Roger C. Slaughter of Kansas City and 
whoever else may file between now and April 29. 
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A Case of Authorized Concealment 

Missouri’s Senator Hennings suspects that 
some of the larger oil companies have entered 
a cartel “to exploit the oil resources of the 
world in a manner contrary to the interests of 
the people of the United States and our national 
defense.” 

Senator Hennings admits that he does not 
have the full facts about the cartel, if there is 
ohne. He is disturbed, however, by the belief that 
the Federal Trade Commission probably does 
have these facts. He believes they have been in- 
corporated in a staff report which the FTC has 
been keeping from publication under presiden- 
tial authority to withhold information. 

President Truman’s extension of security pro- 
visions to civil departments of the government 
was meant to apply only to matters vital to the 
national defense. Even so, it was strongly criti- 
cized. After all, a bureaucrat may all too easily 
decide that an embarrassing report is somehow 
related to national security. He can always argue 
that he was unwilling to take a chance on pub- 
licity, that he was playing it safe. Avoidance of 
criticism, of course, is merely an incidental per- 
sonal benefit! 

All we know now is that there is such a re- 
port, that it is classified as ‘‘secret,* and that it 
is not being made public because it is a staff re- 
port rather than a formal, official finding of the 
commission. What is in the report is a guess. 
The contents may be as bad or even worse than 
Senator Hennings fears. Or they may be innocu- 
ous. 

But the situation is hardly ideal when an ad- 
ministrative agency can conceal possibly vital 
information even from a Senator of the United 
States. 
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Imprecise Revolution 

Victor Paz Estenssoro, the.-new President of 
Bolivia, is a mild-mannered former economics 
professor with radical doctrines. But in assum- 
ing power after a revolt he has shown more 
mildness than radicalism. 

Paz Estenssoro’s Revolutionary party (MNR) 
grew out of a World War II confusion of ex- 
treme nationalism, modified socialism and totali- 
tarian doctrine. The country was ripe for rebel- 
lion. Illiteracy and poverty were general and 
the exploited tin miners especially flocked to 
the MNR’s intellectual leadership. 

Yet MNR’s exact objectives, beyond the at- 
tainment of power, were never too clear. They 
are no more so now that power has been at- 
tained. For in Paz Estenssoro’s first presidential 
address the most extreme party pledges have 
been distilled into a limited assertion of purpose. 

He makes no threats against foreign capital. 
“We are not anti-capitalists,” he says. “We need 
capital.” His first step, conservatively enough, 
will be to balance the budget. As for tin, he 
says nothing directly about nationalizing that 
industry, as promised. He hopes first to get a 
higher United States price for tin—for Bolivia 
has sold no tin to this country since October be- 
cause of a squabble over the price. 

None of this sounds too revolutionary. And it 
is sometimes true that revolutionaries, when 
finally successful, are forced to recast their 
dogma to match the realities of power. This may 
be the case with Bolivia’s new government. In 
view of the bloodshed and extremism behind it, 
only time can give a judgment. °*

If you were at San Francisco 6 you: would be 
on Nob Hill. If you were at New Orleans 12 you 
would be in the French Quarter. But if you -were 
at New York 46 you would only be in an aisle 
about 50 feet long and full of slots. 

This aisle receives on an average 130,000 let- 
ters a day, and from all parts of the cottntry, a 
surprising amount of interest for a postal zone 
which, unlike postal zones generally, is not a 
large part of a city but a small piece of a building. 

The answer to the riddle is that New York 46 
is the contest zone. It is the place where, for 
the convenience of advertisers, post office clerks 
and practically everyone else, entrants in all 
sorts of contests send their letters. Between 500 
and 700 boxes in New York 46, a part of the 
post office at Church Street, in lower Manhattan, 
are rented for contests and premium offers. 

Chicago 77 is the same kind of a place. A 
strange thing about New York 46 and Chicago 
77 is that virtually everyone who writes to them 
uses the zone number, though the United States 
Post Office Department has been able to wheedle 
only about half of its total customers into speci- 
fying zone numbers after nine years of trying.

As the Mighty Mo rolls implacably on- 
ward, in its devastating sweep to the sea, 
the whole nation is perturbed. Beyond 
the immediate danger area, Omaha and 
Council Bluffs, the river’s course lies 
through Kansas City—through the scenes 
of hundreds of millions of dollars’ dam- 
age in last year’s floods. 


Why is this so? The nation wonders, 
after its first reaction of shock and com- 
passion. Why do the floods come, not 
only year after year but, statistics assert, 
worse almost every 
time? There is, of 
course, no simple 
answer. Deforesta- 
tion, the pulveriza- 
tion of submarginal 
plowland so that it 
can no longer retain 
rainfall, the very lo- 
cation of farms and 
industries in exposed 
sites, all either in- 
crease the waters or 
make floods more 
expensive even as 
our engineering mas- 
tery of flow-control 
techniques ought to 
be taming the yearly crest. 


On the higher level, the Missouri Val- 
ley’s plight is a reminder of past quarrel- 
ing over whether the Federal Government 
should try to build an MVA, on the model 
of the TVA. No such floods menace in- 
habitants of the Tennessee river valley; 
but this is not to say that the two rivers 
offer identical problems. Neither Con- 
ress nor the people of the Missouri valley 
themselves have shown enthusiasm for 
such a project. 


More immediately, Missouri valley dikes 
and dams are the focus of a hot and long- 
standing feud between the Army’s Corps 
of Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau 
of the Department of tne Interior. Tradi- 
tionally flood control has been the engi- 
neers’ domain; continuing charges of pork- 
barrel tactics and continuing floods make 
difficult an honest appraisal of their work. 


It is generally thought that the engi- 
neers are primarily interested in keeping 
streams running and navigable, while the 
objective of the Reclamation Bureau is to 
dam streams, thereby generating power 
which will pump water through wasteland 
irrigation projects. In neither theory is 
flood control the immediate goal. 


President Truman is now reported 
about to ask Congress to shift such rivers 
and harbors improvement functions from 
the engineers to the Reclamation Bureau. 
This is in accordance with a specific rec- 
ommendation of the Hoover Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch; 
it is sure to start more quarreling in Con- 
gress. 


Therein, perhaps, lies the ultimate 
tragedy of the present mess. The people 
of Sioux City and St. Paul, of Fargo and 
Winona and Armourdale have no assur- 
ance whatever that the whole agony won't 
have to be gone through again next spring. 


Two newspapers note that just nine months after country was 
aroused by great Kansas and Missouri floods, the Missouri river is 
flooding. again; ask what has been done to dam vast destruction; 
problem of flood control still characterized by wide dissension.

Now in its most destructive flood, the 
Missouri river mocks by its roaring a rec- 
ord of neglect, of divided authority, of 
economic conflict and of rivalry for power 
between agencies of government. 

But this cannot be done in piecemeal, 
each detail of operation put in the hands 
of a separate bureau. The plan of rescue 
cannot be compartmented among one 
which works for flood control and naviga- 
tion, another for irrigation, a third for 
power development and transmission, still 
another for conservation and food produc- 
tion. No single compartment may stand 
alone against the rampaging, triumphant 
flood of uncontrolled water. 


For where one, the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, is concerned with empty reservoirs, 
another, the Bureau of Reclamation, has 
an interest in full reservoirs. And as the 
Hoover Commission’s task force pointed 
out in 1949, “when a project serves both 
these interests. and power and navigation 
purposes in addition, conflicts result as to 
allocation of construction costs, and as to 
objectives and management.” 

Therefore, the task force report con- 
tinues, “it is recommended that the engi- 
neering design now carried on by the Civil 
Works Division of the Corps of Engineers 
and by the Bureau of Reclamation be 
merged into a Department of Public 
Works, or into a Department of Natural 
Resources.” 

But when something of this consolidated 
effort is proposed, as in the Roosevelt 
and later the Truman idea for a Missouri 
Valley Authority, political hell breaks 
loose. Friends of private power as op- 
posed to public power enterprises like the 
TVA rush in to cfy “socialism” and “bu- 
reaucracy.” Delegations troop in to sup- 
port claims of the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers to a vested right in such domestic, 
civil functions as dam-building, harbor- 
deepening, maintenance of locks and in- 
stallation of new locks and flood control. 


Such delegations fairly swamped all 
others when the Hoover Commission pro- 
posed to put the Engineers’ civil functions 
in another department. They touched a 
responsive chord in the hearts of congres- 
sional representatives on the commission. 
For the functions in question are the very 
contents of the old pork barrel. They are 
the breath of life in the nostrils of the 
elective statesman. 

And Old Man Missouri River keeps roll- 
ing along in taunting flood every year at 
this season, the most important season to 
farmers, when crops must be started. 

There is an ironic, warning note. Ex- 
actly nine months ago the Missouri river 
was rushing at Kansas City. Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, chief of the Army Engi- 
neers,” said a dispatch from that spot 
dated July 15, 1951, “here to direct the 
gigantic battle against the water, says 
damage will be about $500,000,000—more 
than any other flood*has cost.” 

April 15, 1952, there was this from 
Omaha: “The greatest flood the white man 
has ever seen on the Missouri river.” The 
man who uttered these words was Maj. 
Gen. Pick. 

What price futility and disaster ever- 
worsening?

Between Book Ends 


Imagists and Other Poets 


THE BACKGROUND OF MODERN POETRY. by J. 

Isaacs. (E. C. Duttow & Co., 94 pgs., $2.50.) 

The fact that Mr. Isaacs of the Univer- 
sity of London prepared and delivered the 
six lectures in this book for the B.B.C.'s 
“Third Program” will be one more pain- 
less blow to the self-esteem of the adult 
American—painless only because that suf- 
ferer has long since had to abandon his 
own native radio. However, the fact 
that the first three essays, far from being 
simply an intelligent summary of existing 
literary history, come close to being the 
really fresh revaluation that innumerable 
writers, teachers, and friends of modern 
poetry have been waiting for should give 
literary historians pause. The essays are 
too brief to do more than come close. 
Many of the comments will not be news 
to readers of poetry; the news will be that 
they are finally incorporated into literary 
history. 

Mr. Isaacs begins with two assumptions 
in “How It Strikes a Contemporary” and 
“What Is Modernity”: one, that “poetry has 
always been contemporary poetry, and only 
by looking at it that way can we feel its 
life; the other, that literary history dis- 
torts poetry by being merely a chronologi- 
cal survey of the few great poets, instead 
of an examination of what was going on 
in the poetry itself. Hence he is free to 
find evidences that many of the problems 
(such as the relationship of the poet to 
his audience) which beset our own poetry 
were even more vigorously felt in the 
past; that Milton comés, not before Dry- 
den, as he does chronologically, but be- 
tween Dryden and Pope as a poetical 
force; and that Edmund Spenser was the 
prototype of the great modern poet, as we 
define him. (T. S. Eliot fits the qualifica- 
tions today.)

“The Coming of the Image,” had it not 
been preceded by the recent publication 
of Ezra Pound’s letters, would have been 
a striking illumination of this subject. It 
is an attempt to restore the neglected Ima- 
gists to their rightful importance as influ- 
ences. The “Letters” made such a powerful 
piece of documentation for his case that 
one is likely to forget how recently that 
knowledge came, and to feel that this es- 
say is almost commonplace. 

The layman in reading poetry will find 
all of the book, with its analysis of what 
modern poetry is and how it got that way, 
extremely valuable, interesting and read- 
able. Mr. Isaacs, for instance, summarizes 
his discussion of the process of modern 
imagery with: “Ossian started it. Words- 
worth continued it, Shelley perfected it, 
Poe did propaganda for it, Mallarme gave 
it new life. Valery put seven veils around 
it, and every modern poet plays with it in 
his nursery.” 

The professional will find the last three 
essays, “The Poetry of T. S. Eliot,” “Po- 
etry and Science,” and “Achieverhent and 
Direction,” less interesting because more 
familiar. He will note the omission of some 
particularly interesting strands of influ- 
ence in American poetry, such as the Whit- 
man-Imagist interweaving resulting in E. 
E. Cummings and W. C. Williams, among 
others. He will be somewhat exasperated 
by the condensation, which allows rich 
glimpses of scholarship to be slighted from

will wish for the index and bibliography 
promised on the dust jacket, but missing 
in the book.

Mylonas’s excavations were ex- 
tensive, and he wrote that he sud- 
denly realized he was spending 
more money than he had and 
found himself in debt.

He left Washington University 
last June on a year’s leave of 
absence at the American School 
of Classical Studies in Athens. 
While teaching there, he contin- 
ued excavations which had been 
Started before World War II. He 
was aided by St. Louisans of 


| Greek descent who contributed 
$3500 to his work. 


His work at Eleusis, an ancient | 


Greek city 12 miles northwest of 
| Athens, had been most satisfac-

| “The excitement began,” My- 
| lonas wrote, when he began ex- 
cavations in the cemetery at 
Eleusis.

period (2000 to 1600 B.C.) and the 
later Mycenaean period “and 
wedged between them we have 
graves of the fifth and later cen- 
turies, B.C.” 

“At one time we found fig- 
urines of the great Mycenaean 
goddess of about 1300 B.C., placed 
to protect a child in its trip to 
the lower world; the next minute

The French called their new 
drive “Operation Polo.” It is one 
in a series they have started 
since March 1 to destroy Viet- 
minh troops who have infiltrated 
into the Red river delta. The area 
now is the main defense bastion 
for the French against the tide 
of Communism in Southeast Asia. 

In seven previous mop-up 
sweeps the French reported kill- 
ing nearly 5000 Vietminh troops, 
capturing 2500 and wounding 
around 1000. But the French esti- 
mate there still are about 10,- 
000 Vietminh troops scattered 
throughout the delta.

PICKET ‘LINES HALT WORK 
ON ATOMIC POWER PLANT 


JOPPA, IIl., April 18 (AP)—The 
AFL laborers’ union and the AFL 
Iron Workers set up picket lines 
yesterday, halting work on a $90,- 
000,000 power plant for the twen- 
ty-third time since - construction 
started about a year ago. 

Members of both unions walked 
off their jobs Wednesday night 
but several other unions contin- 
ued to work until pickets ap- 
peared. The plant is to provide 
power for an atomic energy plant 
across the Ohio river in Ken- 
tucky. About 3000 men are em- 
ployed on the project. 

A spokesman for the laborers 
said they were protesting against 
a change in hours which started 
Monday, under which they work 
five 10-hour days, instead of six 
8-hour days. The spokesman said 
this cut out double time on week- 
ends, thus increasing the hours 
worked but reducing the pay. Alli 
work over 40 hours in a week is 
paid for at time-and-a-half except 
work on Saturdays and Sundays. 

An ironworkers’ spokesman said 
the walkout was over the firing 
of a foreman by a construction

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Fact Into Fiction 


How Bookie Expose 


Became Movie Plot 
By Peter Wyden 


NE thing was certain about the young couple 
scurrying into the street level office of the 
Santa Monica Independent that afterncon in 
the spring of 1950: they were scared. The woman 
se is a stayed close to the 
door arid waited nerv- 
ously. The man came 
to Managing Editor 
Alvin M. Josephy Jr., 
identified himself as 
a private detective and 
his companion as his 
wife. Could they see 
him somewhere else in 
a hurry? 

Josephy (rhymes 
with “so hefty”), a 
handsome, pipe-smok- 
ing Harvard man and 
— former Marine combat 
ow a pe ee 
ry years old, took the 
ALVIN M. JOSEPHY JR. couple to his home 

where the detective poured out a bizarre tale. 

He made his living from business investigations 
and divorce cases, he said, and wasn’t particularly 
interested in rackets. But a year before, a boister- 
ous bunch of flashily dressed people moved into 
the apartment next to his. It soon was obvious that 
the new meighbors were conducting an ambitious 
bookmaking business, and after one particularly 
unpleasant encounter with them, the detective com- 
plained to the police. 


. eae ARSE 

THE BOOKIES APOLOGIZED but their com- 
ings and goings continued. So, as a sort of side 
line, the detective started taking down auto license 
numbers of some callers and noted what they 
looked like. One day he saw a story in one of 
the daily papers announcing that the local police 
crime laboratory had purchased new equipment 
and hinting that the devices might be rented out 
to legitimate private users. 

The detective figured that this was unfair com- 
petition and complained to state authorities, men- 
tioning his own encounters with the still thriving 
bookmaker-neighbors. Soor he was a harassed man. 
His home was ransacked. Acquaintances told him 
they hoped he carried a gun. Rumor was that 
he would be investigated and might lese his de- 
tective’s license. And the night before he visited 
Josephy, two men called at his home and tried to 
beat him up, Now, he said, he wanted help. 


* * *. 

JOSEPHY WAS SKEPTICAL. He had written 
several books and fiction stories, but the detec- 
tive’s yarn didn’t seem to add up. Furthermore, 
Josephy no longer worked on the powerful New 
York Herald Tribune. He was making ‘his living 
writing movie scripts for Warner Brothers and de- 
voting two days and two nights a week to The 
Independent, a “throwaway” deposited once a week 
on: people’s dcorsteps. 

Santa Monica, Calif., a Los Angeles suburb of 
72,000 population, didn’t seem to be the sort of 
place for the shenanigans reported by the detective. 

The detective recognized the quizzical look on 
Josephy’s face and turned to leave. He peeked out 
of the window. 

“I guess you're involved now, too,” he told the 
editor. Outside was a car. Its passengers were 
watching Josephy’s house with more than passing 
interest. It was safe to assume that they knew 
what the detective had told the newspaper man.

OUT OF THIS ENCOUNTER and the intrigue 
that followed, Josephy drew the idea for “The Cap- 
tive City,” a movie soon to open here. Now a con- 
tributing editor of Time magazine, he related his 
Santa Monica adventures during a recent St. Louis 
visit. 

Working from leads furnished by the detective, 
Josephy traced operations of the citY’s busy book- 
makers, their wire service, their contacts with out- 
of-state bigwigs, their allegiance to the local 
“Mister Big.” The divorced wife of one bookie was 
one rich source of information. 

It wasn’t a popular investigation. Josephy had to 
persuade his informants to meet him in the homes 
of neutral middlemen, behind the stacks in the 
public library and in cars parked in dark streets. 
Soon his telephones were tapped. Friends whis- 
pered they had heard via the grapevine that he 
was about to be conked over the head. Somebody 
tried to take over his paper by buying out a debt 
it owed to the printer. And to the consternation of 
Al’s wife, Elizabeth, two bulky, unamused gents 
in a car with out-of-state license plates made the 
front of his home their all-day parking place. 


* * * 

SOME OF THE INDEPENDENT’S advertisers 
didn’t like Josephy’s snooping either. A few pulled 
out their ads (“You tryin’ to get us in trouble?” 
they demanded) and others offered to increase 
their patronage if Al were to “lay off.” They 
seemed to know gambling was widespread and had 
no objections because it was “orderly.” 

Josephy wasn’t exactly amazed that when he 
took his completed dossier-to business groups “‘no- 
body wanted to get invclved.” TheSe were the days 
before the Kefauver Committee aroused the pub- 
lic to hoodlum tieups of gambling syndicates, and 
even Santa Monica ministers then weren't in- 
terested in Josephy’s investigations. 

But the situation changed when the editor took 
his information to his readers in a series of ar- 
ticles. Results were immediate and dramatic. Slot 
machines were seized in clubs. Rookie after bookie 
fell before unaccustomed police raids. When one 
little joint yielded $30,000 in receipts from bets 
made in a single morning, the whole town was 
shocked. The back of crganized gambling was 
broken.

What about Santa Monica? 

“I hear pretty regularly from my old partner,” 
says Jcesephy. “The police have an alert set-up now 
and there is little gambling. It’s on a sneak basis 
and maybe you can never wipe that out. But at 
least the syndicate monopoly is out with its cor- 
ruption of the economy and politics.”

| Its suecess is due both to Rattigan’s own 
penetrating script and to an extraordinarily 
fine performance by Michael -Redgrave as

He etches out in painful detail the mute 
despair, the deadened spirit, the blind and baffled plodding 
on, the stoicism with which a sensitive man tries to meet 
shock, disappointment and disillusionment. It is a master- 
ful performance, expertly bolstered by the work of Jean Ken 
as the wife and Nigel Patrick as the lover. 


English Gangster : 


Grahame Greene’s novel about a vicious, young hoodlum, 
“Brighton Rock,” has been given a vivid and graphic produc- 
tion by the English Boulting Brothers, and released in this 
country under the more descriptive title, “YOUNG SCAR- 

FACE.” It is at the ORPHEUM. 
The script by Green and Terence Ratti- 
gan closely follows the novel and under John 
Boulting’s direction, it has been given a 
grimly realistic picturization. It concerns a 
criminal petty by American gang-movie 
standards, a 17-year-old leader of a group of 
adult extortionists at the English seaside 
_resort of Brighton, who use razor-slashings to enforce their 
demands. The gang kills a reporter for revenge. The killing 
is thought to be a death of natural causes by the authorities. 
When a blowsy, fat, middle-aged woman busybody tries to stir 
up an investigation, the young hoodlum’s very ruthlessness in 
trying to eliminate all witnesses leads to his undoing. 


It is more than a presentation of an ugly side of life, of 
shocking violence. It is an absorbing study of a youth who 
hates an unfriendly world and is determined to carve his way 
“up through it at all costs. His abysmal fears of hell-fire, his 
cold-blooded planning, his venomous mind, are thoroughly 
. explored, as he is strikingly played by Richard Attenborough. 
The jangling, hectic background of the resort is vividly given 
and the photography is often unusual. There are some good 
characterizations of underworld types, and a pathetic one by 
Carol March of a waitress whom the gangster marries to 
silence her as a witness. 

The second feature, “HIDEOUT,” is another English film 
which is reminiscent of at least one American play and movie, 
but is fairly well done. Made in 1948, it has Howard Keel, 
now a Hollyweod star, as the leader of three escaped convicts 


who keep a playwright and his wife, and two strange children — 


prisoner in a house while they wait for the search for them 
to die down. Keel gives a good characterization of a ruthless 
brute, and Valerie Hobson and James Donald are quite able 
in support.

Arithmetic Problem

RITHMETIC! Does it fill you with joy or with sorrow? 
A Do you do logarithms in your head to relax, as one friend 

of ours does, or do you still count on your fingers? 

Whether you are good or bad in mathematics will depena 
chiefly on your own natural inborn aptitudes. But if you are 
a child, and you are poor in arithmetic, there is much that 
your parents and teachers can do to help you make at least 
a passably good showing. 

x 
- ONE ‘OF THE THINGS they can do is to familiarize 
themselves with the processes which the child uses as he 
learns to add, substract, multiply and divide. If they know 
what these processes are, they will be able to do more than 
check his answers to math problems as right and wrong. 
They can, instead, check his process as well as his answers, 

By checking his process they can tell how he gets his 
answers, where and why he makes his mistakes, whether he 
is really ready and able to be doing the kind of arithmetic 
problems that his grade placement requires. 

Careful investigation of any one child’s arithmetic diffi- 
culties, by revealing not only that he is doing badly but 
by showing what he is doing wrong, will usually help us 
help him to do better. Often we find that he just plain doesn’t 
know what is expected of him, and that he is simply pulling 
his answers out of the air. Seven-year-old Jake had for 
months been getting every one of his substraction problems 
wrong, and suddenly, overnight, he began to get them all right. 

His mother asked him how this happened. He explained, 
“Well, you see, Mummy, I didn’t know what I was supposed 
to do; so I just put down any old number. When I found 
out what she wanted, I could do it allright.”

OR WE MAY FIND that a child is using a complicated 
process which allows many loopholes where error may creep 
in. Another 7-year-old boy, asked by us to add 9 and 6, said, 
“1,2, 3, 4, 5, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9." He then clapped his hands over 
his eyes, went through some apparent mental torture, and 
came out with, “15.” Asked how he did it, he explained, 
“I count to nine. Then I have to think. I can’t think good 
with my eyes apen so I close them and think like anything.” 

When he is.a little older he can start at nine, not at one. 
And what he does from there on can be done with his eyes 
open. 

The earlier stages of mathematical activity are for many 
ehildren hazardous and tortuous. By knowing more about 
what what he is going through we can do more to help him 
than simply marking his answers right or wrong or praising 
him for his successes. |

OU wouldn’t notice it, but 
Y there’s been somcthin® 01a stir 

among St. Louis radio hams 
dering recent weeks, brought 
about by the presence in their 
midst of G5CP of Manchester, 
England. Not. that old GSCP is 
a celebrity, or anything like that. 
He’s just another ham. The ex- 
citement is merely one of those 
things that could happen only in 
the amateur radio broadcasting 
world, a _ strange, mysterious 
realm slightly beyond the ken 
of non-electronic people .like you 
and me. 

For a number of years now 
G5CP, whose name is Ronald 
Plant,' has been chatting with 
hams all over the world, includ- 
ings a number of the boys in 
St.-Louis. With the passing of 
the years he had become quite 
chummy with some of the opera- 
tors here. Hands across the sea, 
and all that. 

A- few weeks ago fate, in the 
form of the company he works 
for, sent G5CP to St. Louis. This 
meant that he has been able to 
meet personally W-zero-UYC, W- 
zero-HN and a lot of other St. 
Louisans who, for some years, 
had been just voices across the 
deep. Never dreamed he would 
lay eyes on any of them, and vice 
versa. 

Having heard of the rustlings 
along the air waves caused by 
Plant’s visit here, I went to see 
him to find out what it’s like to 
meet friends you've talked to for 
years but never seen. It is, he 
says, both interesting and excit- 


ing. 

I found Plant at the Great 
Lakes Carbon Corp., which in 
turn is found by going south on 
Broadway to 8400 and turning left 
to the river. Plant, who is chief 
electrical engineer for an English 
company which makes and in- 
stalls things like power plants 
and coke ovens, has been at the 
Great Lakes company Since early 
March, overseeing the installa- 
tion of an oven. 

He is a pleasant man of me- 
dium height with graying hair, a 
friendly manner and an accent 
that makes him sound like a 
smaller edition of Arthur Treach- 
er. And when you first meet him 
he talks as though he were recit- 
ing lines in a play. 

“My stay heah,” he said en- 
thusiastically, “has been one 
grand round of visiting ama- 
teurs.” 

When you know hams you will 
know that a visit like this is like 
an Elks’ convention to an Elk. 

Plant is somewhat» unusual in 
that he reversed the usual order 
of things by moving from profes- 
sional to amateur circles. He 
started life as a radio operator on 
ocean-going vessels. The whole 
thing began, he said, when he was 
working as radio operator on a 
large British freighter which 
stopped at Tacoma, Wash., on its 
way home from Japan. That was 
in 1928. When they put in at 
Tacoma, a group of young fellows 


interested in amateur radio trans- 
mission came aboard to look at 
his equipment, and they asked 
him to make a talk at their club. 

“After the talk,” Plant recalled, 
“they showed me their transmifter 
and asked me if I'd like to contact 
somebody. I looked at the little 
thing and said, ‘how far can you 
transmit with this?’ Just a small 
box, y'know. They said, ‘oh, Aus- 
tralia, places like that.’ Thinking 
of the tremendous size of the 
equipment we had on the ship, I 
couldn’t believe it. But on my 
first call I got a reply from Ma- 
con, Ga. I was so enthused f[ be- 
came infected with the desire to 
have an amateur transmitter of 
my own some dav.” 

Several vears later, Plant left 
the sea. Why? 

“Well,” he savs. “I met a firl 
in Australia, does that answer the 
question?”

E took his bride home to Man- 

chester, got a job as an elec- 

trical engineerwith the same 
company for which he is now chief 
engineer, and bought himself an 
amateur transmitter. He was, as 
the saying goes, hooked. 

During the war he did some 
highly secret radio communica- 
tions work for the British Gov- 
ernment, then after the war he 
got his amateur radio license re- 
newed and like all the hams all 
over the world, picked up his con- 
versations where they left off 
when the war started. 

He got himself a new transmit- 
ter with a beam antenna for a 
10-inch band (don’t ask me what 
it means) and got a special certifi- 
cate from the American Radio 
Relay League, the official amateur 
organization, for two-way commu- 
nication. 

Since the war, his voice had 
become a familiar one with St.

Louis hams, and he was, I have 
learned since, quite popular with 
them because he was an interest- 
ing conversationalist. Too many 
foreign hams, it seems, rather 
than telling interesting things 
about their country and people, 
want to talk about the techni- 
calities of radio, and how well 
it’s coming through. 

Among St. Louisans with whom 
Plant had talked most frequently 
were Ray Bolin of 22 Oakleigh 
Lane, better known as W-zero- 
HN; Dr. Belmont Gummels of 718 
Florence in Webster Groves (W- 
zero-UYC), and Frank Pelton Jr., 
of 2 Lenox place (W-zero-CEK). 

So when Plant arrived in St. 
Louis, the first thing he did was 
call Bolin. To understand the re- 
action, you have to. understand 
also that hams constitute a great 
international fraternity in which 
good fellowship abounds and 
everyone is known by his first 
name. 

“Ray,” Plant says, “was ex- 
tremely surprised. He and his wife 
came down to the hotel imme- 
diately, and they took me to din- 
ner that night.” 

From there the word spread, 
not only over St. Louis, but all 
over the United States. 

“Just to show you how things 
get around among hams,” Plant 
said, “there’s an interesting tory 
in how Pelton and I got together. 
Before I had a chance to call 
bim, I had been invited to Dr. 
Gummels’s house, and of course 
we were fooling around with the 
transmitter. Pelton had been talk- 
ing to a chap in Capetown, South 
Africa, with whom I had also 
been talking, and he told Pelton 
I was coming to St. Louis. Pelton 
had contacted the consul here in 
St.. Louis and the Embassy in 
Washington, but had received no 
news of me, because I hadn't 
arrived yet. 

“So, anyway, the night I was 
at Dr. Gummels’s house, Pelton,

THESE conditions are caused 
usually by internal or by contact 
allergies. Eggs or wheat, for in- 
stance, can produce allergic skin 
reactions in some people—an ex- 
ample of the internal sort of al- 
lergy. Things your skin touches 
can bring on a contact allergic 
‘reaction. Poison ivy is the best 
known of these, though wool and 
a large variety of everyday chem- 
icals and toiletries are possible 
causes of eczema. 

The whole key to treating these 
skin afflictions lies in finding the 
cause by trial and error. This is 
done in one of two ways. 

You and your doctor can elimi- 
nate one by one the various foods, 
toilet articles, and other things 
that conceivably might be causes. 

Or, it can be worked the other 
way. Nearly all foods and toilet 
articles are eliminated right at 
the beginning. Then, one by one, 
you start using them again. The 
offending agent is recognized be- 
cause its use makes the skin 
worse again. ‘This method has 
the advantage of helping the skin 
right from the start.

ECZEMA AND OTHER aller- 
gies afflict people of all ages, in- 
cluding babies. Sometimes such 
a simple thing as boiling the 
formula milk will relieve a baby’s 
eczema. Usually people whbd 
started out life as allergy victims 
aren’t bothered so much as they 
age. On the other hand, after 
60 or more years of living, skins 
become thinner and less resistant 
to all sorts of chronic afflictions. 

Like acne, the chances of re- 
covery from eczema are good if 
the sufferer is patient in co-op- 
erating with his doctor. In fact, 
such co-operation is about three- 
fourths of the reason for success 
in curing these skin troubles (or 
other allergic complaints). Dur- 
ing the lengthy trial and error 
search, various lotions and salves 
may relieve eczema’s itching and 
weeping, but they 
selves curative, 
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are not them-

I’ve made a number 
of talks to radio clubs, luncheon 
clubs and the like. Of course, 


. the’ amateur spirit is known the 


world over, and my work takes 
me all over the world, but I’ve 
never seen a better example of 
it than here in St. Louis.” 

Plant is sailing for England on 
April 25, and he is homesick for 
Manchester and his two young- 
sters, Michael, 11, and Susan, 8. 
But he is not nearly as homesick 
as he would have been without 
his membership in this interna- 
tional fraternity. 

“Funny thing about hams, 
y know,” he said, “I can go any- 
where in the world—except of 
course, places like the desert— 
and I’m never more than 50 miles 
from a friend. I’m convinced— 
in fact, many of us are con- 
vinced—that if radio amateurs 
sat in on the United Nations, 
there would be an end to bicker- 
ing and war.

HE best the — can do 
under many erent circum- 
stances is to make it tougn

following case falls into this 
category. 


The bidding: 
South West 
14 Pass 
6 Pass Pass’ Pass 

West decided to open his 
fourth - highest club. Dummy 
played low and East won with 
the king. East shifted to the dia- 
mond 10; West took the trick and 
returned a diamond. 

Now, having lost two tricks, de- 
clarer could see of course that the 
contract depended solely on the 
heart suit—assuming, of course, 
that no trick would have to be 
lost in trumps. The lead of the 
trump ace dispelled all worry in 
that direction, and after South 
had drawn East’s trump queen, 
cashed his two good clubs and 
overtaken the trump 10 with the 
jack, he led a heart toward dum- 


my. 

West did what almost every 
other player would do in his pogi- 
tion—he played his lowest heart. 
Now South had only one reason- 
able course—he put in dummy’s 
nine. When that card forced the 
king, it was all over—East could 
not “move.” 

Now Iet’s see what a more alert 
and knowledgeable West would 
do in the same position. 


On the first heart lead toward 
dummy, this West would put up 
the queen. That play might not 
work, but it could not lose. West 
would know that defense was im- 
possible unless East had the heart 
king. If declarer lacked K-Q-10 
and other hearts, he would ¢er- 
tainly play dummy’s nine if West 
played the seven. Thus, the only 
chance was to fool South, and the 
queen-play might easily do that. 
South might win with the ace, re- 
turn to his hand with a trump, 
and lead a second heart toward 
the board. Now, when West 
played the seven, South might 
conclude that West had held‘ the 
K-Q-10, and put up dummy’s jack. 
If he did, there would be two de- 
fensive heart tricks.

After sunset, honey ants leave 
theit nests and go on a hunting 
trip. They locate trees, especially 
oaks, and climb their trunks. 
Some of the trees are likely to 
have bark or leaves with swell- 
ings known as “galls.” 

A gall often has a bit of sweet 


' juice at its surface. The juice is 


taken away by the ants. Some of 
it is swallowed, but much is kept 
in the mouths of the little in- 
sects, and is carried back to the 
nest, 

The honey ant nest usually is 
several inches deep. Inside it are 
members of the tribe known as 
“honeypots.” These never go out 
to look for sweet juice, but the 
workers bring it to them.
